@winc to the recent political troubles, Japan’s 
foreigu trade in 1900, unlike preceding years, shows a 
eonsiderable falling off. Money has been scarce, one 
bank after another has had to suspend payments, and 
the Japanese merchants, unable to find a market for 
ordered goods, simply break their contracts. It is re- 
ported that there are at present goods to the value of 
about $20,000,000 which have been ordered but not 
taken by Japanese merchants and manufacturers. The 
imports as compared with those of the preceding year 
have been higher by about $33,000,000, while the ex- 
ports have been lower by $5,500,000. This means for 
Japan an outflow of over $40,000,000. It is hoped thut 
after the end of the Chinese troubles, which impose 
upon Japan altogetlrer excessive sacrifices, a turn to the 
better may take place. The total value of the foreign 
trade in 1900 was $243,791,000, an increase of $27,- 
000,000 over the figures of 1899. This increase is due 
chiefly to the extraordinary demand for rails and other 
iron products, woolen cloths, sugar and petroleum. The 
exports show a decrease of $5,500,000, chiefly owing to 
the depression in the trade of raw silk, “Khaki,” matches, 
and cotton yarns.

quarters there is a tendency to abridge 
this freedom, which threatens the foundation of repub- 
lican government. Under the despotic rule of czar or 
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sultan, censorship is imperative, else there would be a 
speedy revolution. A free press has been generally 
recognized as a bulwark of liberty, consequently the 
action of the Detroit city officials who have recently 
issued an order denying access to the official records 
to certain local newspapers and granting it to others, 
and the decision of the Supreme Court of Ohio that 
newspaper reporters should not take the testimony in 
certain murder trials, cannot be viewed but as a danger 
infringement on the interests of public and fourth 
estate alike. Of course, little Pedlington officialism 
does not like to see itself censured in the press. Cor- 
ruption and darkness are twin sisters, and the rights of 
the weak can only be protected by the fear all oppres- 
sors have of a little wholesome publicity. Year by 
year the judiciary and office-holding classes are arro- 
gating more power to themselves, and mindful of the 
many corrupt officials that have been justly scourged 
by a fearless independent press they are endeavoring to 
gag the mouths they cannot control. If they ever suc- 
ceed this country will be a republic in name only.

Corpora- in the manufacturing field, will, it is be- 
tion Law. lieved, publish a report favoring the pas- 


sage of a federal corporation law. Now 
the right kind of a federal corporation law would un- 
questionably be a very desirable piece of legislation, 
but great care should be taken in the wording of this 
proposed addition to our national laws. A glance over 
the testimony given before this committee shows that 
Henry @. Havemeyer, president of the American Sugar 
Refining Co., H. H. Rogers and John D. Rockefeller, 
of the Standard Oil Co., John W. Gates, formerly of 
the American Steel & Wire Co., and James B. Dill, the 
trust promoter, are all heartily in favor of one uniform 
jw which would control all corporations doing an in- 
terstate We doubt if the interests of the 
average. retail hardware dealer would be best benefited 
by the passage of a law drawn by some high-priced 
lawyer at Rockefeller’s or Havemeyer’s dictation. 

The opponents of this law will doubtlessly urge the 
importance of state rights as against centralization, and 
doubts as to the constitutionality of the proposed law 
will undoubtedly be freely expressed. 

The Supreme Court has laid down a rule that « 
corporation of one state may do business in another 
First, upon the 


business. 


state contingent upon two things: 
express permission given by the state creating the cor- 
poration to do business without her borders, and in the 
second place upon the consent of the state into whose 
borders the company, as a foreign corporation, seeks to 
come. It is a peculiar condition that one corporation 
“formed in New Jersey which &eks to carry on a busi- 
hess in Pennsylvania, a sister state, is regarded as a 
foreign corporation, nevertheless under the present con- 
ditions it is regarded as such. The rules are that each 
corporation is governed first by the laws of the state 
which created it and then by the diverse and various 
local provisions of the statutes of each state into which 
it goes. It would be considered as anomaly for one 
company in England to be governed by the provisions 
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of each new county into which the company extended 
its business. One law is sufficient in that country. Yet 
we have 45 different laws in this country, each one dis- 
tinct in its provisions, with thousands of sections, all 
of which have to be complied with by a company doing 
business in a given state. While the expense of form- 
ing new sub-companies to operate in that particular 
state could be borne by the parent company, it is not so 
much that feature which appeals for betterment as the 
danger from a mercenary attack. 

In outlining the proposed recommendations of the 
Industrial Commission in this respect, the New York 
Commercial says: 

“In a general way it may be said that recommenda- 
tions for a national corporation law inake the following 
suggestions in more or less varying form for the cour:e 
to be pursued with the end in view of controlling 
monopolies : 

“First.—The creation by act of Congress of a 
bureau of supervision and control of corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, with powers for its chief 
similar to those exercised by the Controller of Currency 
over national banks. 

“Second.—Legislation to enforce such publicity 
as will effectively prevent dishonest methods of ac- 
counting and restrict traffic and competition within 
legitimate bounds. 

“Third.—The enactment by Congress of a law that 
will compel every corporation engaged in interstate 
commerce to operate under a national charter, that 
shall be abrogated whenever such corporation violates 
its provision. 

“Fourth.—The creation of an interstate commerce 
court with exclusive jurisdiction in all cases arising 
out of the violation of interstate commerce laws. 

“Fifth—Amendment of the Constitution, if nec- 
essarv, to carry out the purpose of controlling corporate 
combinations.” 

This proposed law would cnd the prostitution of a 
state’s honor for sake of the paltry pelf to be gained 
from the incorporation fees of trusts. It would, on the 
other hand, guard corporations from the sandbagging 
tactics of state legislatures. By concentrating the 
charter-granting power it will enable the public gen- 
erally to keep closer track of corporations than formerly. 

If the fee for obtaining a national charter is placed 
too high it will work a hardship on thousands of small 
corporations. 

The idea of enforced publicity to prevent dishonest 
methods of accounting is an excellent one, and should 
meet with the approval of all investors. 

The idea is one that should be thoughtfully and 
dispassionately considered in all its phases by all citi- 
zens before “sides” are strongly taken. It is possible 
to enact a great variety of federal incorporation laws, 
and if, on sober consideration, a majority of the people 
decide that such a measure would be politic projected 
laws introduced at the behest of large combinations of 
capital and making the path of the small corporation 
a thorny one, should be shelved and substitutes should 
be made that would deal equitably with all interests 
with no discrimination, either for or against any class 


of interests. 
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The Pacific recent whirligig in Northern Pacifie stock 


Shipping in Wall street is that it was a symptom «! 


Boom. the earnest striving of the great interest< 
to be in at the kill when the far eastern 
trade looms up as a colossal factor. It needs mo secr 
to see the Pacific dotted with ships and the Paeific 
roads jostling one another eagerly for the privilege oi 
carrying the products of eastern and central looms and 
factories to the Pacific coast on their way to Asiatic 
markets. We are indebted to the St. Paul Pioneer Press 
for an article on Asiatic trade, from which we make the 
following condensed resume, of the various Pacific 
steamship lines already in existence or projected in the 
near future: 

The Northern Pacific operates from Tacoma, and 
has recently instituted a new line to run from Tacoma 
to Livernool, three-quarters of the way round the world, 
by way of the Indian ocean, the Suez canal and the 
Mediterranean. Furthe:more, there has just been estab- 
lished a new line from Puget sound to the Orient to be 
operated in connection with the Northern Pacific. One 
vessel has already sailed and eight other vessels will soon 
be running regularly. They are known as the “Glen” 
ships and are owned by a Glasgow firm. 

The Southern Pacific has a connection with the 
Pacific Mail line from San Francisco, and the Cana- 
dian Pacific operates from Vancouver. 

The Atchison is also about to enter the field. It has 
just closed negotiations with the Hamburg-American 
line to establish a service between San Francisco and 
China and Japan. 

Finally, there is the new route, which will make 
Manzanillo, Mexico, its port, and will be operated by 
the St. Louis and New York syndicate which has ac- 
quired the Mexican Central. Four vessels rivaling 
Mr. Hill’s boats in size are part of this project. 

In addition to these lines that are operated in con- 
junction with Pacific railways, a new line, apparently 
unconnected is about to enter the field. A large Brit- 
ish shipping concern known as the China Mutual Steam 
Navigation company has decided to extend its Liverpool- 
Yokohama service to Seattle. The fleet, none of the 
vessels of which is less than 8,000 tons or less than 
fourteen knots speed, consists of eight steamships, with 
three more of 15,000 tons capacity building on the 
Clyde. This service will touch at all points between 
Liverpool and Seattle. The company will also establish 
the first direct service between Seattle and the Philip- 
pines, doing away with the present transfer at Hong- 
kong. 

This service and the Tacoma-Liverpool service of 
the Northern Pacific will put Pacific coast and North- 
western markets in touch with ports that have only been 
reached with difficulty and at an expense that has made 
competition impossible. When conditions in China are 
restored to the normal, and especially if the settlement 
results in the opening of that vast market to western 
products, there will be commerce enough to keep all 
these lines busy. The whole region tapped by the trans- 
continental roads will be in a position to benefit by the 
trade if its merchants and manufacturers show enter- 


prise.

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

As for some time past, new business in iron and 
steel is small, while production on orders is at the 
maximum. Steel billets are temporarily scarce an: 
50 cents higher, while bessemer pig is dull, and off 25 
cents. Southern iron is dull and weak, and present 
quotations could be cut 50 cents if business were offered. 
Finished products are generally strong, and the mills 
are still crowded with business. Rail mills have, a 
season’s output guaranteed. 

The wire mills are pushed with orders, and bar 
and plate production is reported sold ahead. Rumors 
of advances to come after July 1 are heard, but nothing 
tangible offers in this respect with new business in such 
small volume. Hardware is in good shape, and May 
sales at Chicago were the heaviest for any month 


this year.
